$1.52 TAX INCREASE SEEN 


- MTA PLAN 


Wilmington’ s tax increase, ifthe 
proposals of the legislative com- 
mittee on Trnasportation, for an 
extension ofthe MTA (Metropolitan 
Transit Authority) would be about 
$1.52 on the local tax rate. 

The legislative committee has 
reported a package of 11 bills 
asking to extend the MTA to 78 
communities from the present 14, 
and have the state appropriate $152 
million for the extension of rapid 
transit and another $15 million to 
subsidize railroads. 

Committee chairman Senator 
Mario Umana said he would move 
to:have the bills enacted by the 

7 énd-Of the current session of the 
legislature, 

The expansion would require a 
plebiscite for the communities in- 
volved, A majority vote of the 
towns and citles to be affected 
would be binding, and a community 
which voted against the measure 
would not be able to stop the ex- 
tension, if that community was in 
the minority. A community could 
be compelled to join, if the legis- 
lation is passed. 


One of the key extension plans 
is to use the existing tracks of the 
B&M to the Reading- Wakefield line 
at Route 128, where a terminal 
would be constructed. 

Reading would thus be a part of 
the enlarged MTA district, and ft 
would have to pay its proportionate 
share of the deficits. 

Wilmington and North Reading, 
bordering on Reading, would have 
to pay also, but in a lesser pro- 
Porttion. The terminal would be 
as far distant as 10 miles from 
portions of both towns, 

Under the formula Reading would 
be assessed 18 cents for each 
million deficit, on its tax rate, 
while Wilmington and North Read- 
ing would have to pay 8 cents, 

The 1963 deficit was $19 mil- 
lion. Thus the cost to Wilmington 
of such a deficit would be $1.52 
on the tax tate. On a home as- 
sessed for $10,000 the increase 
in taxes would be $15.20

Mr Buck died in a hospital in 
Orlando Florida, Saturday, while 
undergoing abdominal surgery. He 
was 72 years old. 

A native of Wilmington, he was 
the son of Sidney C Buck and Ceci- 
lla (Marsins) Buck, and was of the 
ith generation of the Wilmington 
Buck family. 

A graduate of Wilmington High 
School, Class of 1909, he received 
his Bachelor of Arts degree from 
Yale in 1913, a classmate of Philip 
Buzzell, now Town Counsel of Wil- 
mington, 

He taught at the Syrian Protes- 
tant College, in Beirut, Lebanon, 
from where he received a Master 
of Arts degree, and in World War I 
Served with the American Field 
Service and later with the Army 
Chemical Corps, 

Mr Buck retired from Yale Uni- 
versity in 1961, after 41 years of 
Service in the faculty. 

He was succeeded as provost of 
Yale by Kingman Brewster Jr., 
who was installed Sunday at the 
17th President of Yale.

dential colleges. He was associate 
provost from 1953 until he became 
provost in 1958, 


Resident Counselor 

When he was the dean of the 
freshman year the residential- 
counselors system was introduced, 
Under this system, 60 counselors 
lived in freshman dormitories to 
advise students on educational and 
personal problems. 

Mr Buck joined the faculty in 
1920 as an instructor in economics. 
He was made anassistat professor 
in 1923 and an associate professor 
in 1928, In 1930 he was made full 
professor. 

With Edgar S Furniss, whom he 
succeeded as provost, and Fred R 
Fairfield, he was co-authro of the 
textbook ‘Elementary Economics’. 
He was the author of ‘The Develop- 
ment of Anglo-American Trade, 
1800-1850’ and editor of ‘Survey 
of Contemporary Economics’. 

In 1958 he was awarded Mory’s 
Cup, by the -Mory Association, for 
outstanding service to Yale. 

Mr Buck is survived by his widow 
the former Polly Stone, and two 
daughters, Mrs David Moore and 
Miss Allison Buck. 

He is also survived by his bro- 
ther, Edwin Buck of Middlesex 
Avenue, and two sisters, Mrs Ed- 
ward (Mildred) Neilson of Glen 
Road, and Mrs Eino (Heloise) John-
